By  so  doing  they  have  found  that  it  is  possible  to  greatly 
increase  their  collection,  both  as  to  variety  and  numbers,  at  a  minimum  of  expense.  It  is  believed 
that  there  are  seeds  now  listed  in  this  catalog  which  have  not  as  get  been  grown  in  the  U.  S.  This 
offers  an  opportunity  to  require  many  rare  und  little  known  varieties.  The  care  and  time  of  culti¬ 
vation  is  amply  repaid  by  the  pleasure  of  possessing.  To  raise  plants  is  not  difficult,  if  the  seeds 
have  been  carfully  selected.  The  seeds  offered  are  fresh  and  are  true  as  to  name.  The  following 
unsolicited  letter  may  be  of  interest:  My  dear  Mr.  Tobusch :  1  thank  you  very  much  for  the  very 
beautiful  seeds  which  have  all  germinated  within  a  week,  with  the  exception  of  Aztekium  ritteri 
which  was  perhaps  my  fault.  I  cannot  understand  why  everyone  cant  have  beautiful  cacti,  when 
such  fresh,  healthy  seed  as  yours  is  to  be  had  so  reasonably .

My  trip  through  Peru,  commissioned  by  the  firm  of  Friedrich  Adolph  Hacige  jr.,  Erfurt,  Germany,  is  ended.  Its  purpose  was  to 
search  the  entire  country  systematically  for  all  known  and  any  new  varieties. 

I  went  far  into  the  interior  of  northern  Peru ,  farlner  than  the  Americans  penetrated,  and  there  near  the  border  of  Ecuador  I  soon 
found  the  greatest  sensation,  which  indicated  the  final  solution  of  the  Espostoa  problem :  namely ,  a  giant  of  ihe  Dautwitzii  species  which 
is  incomparably  more  beautiful  than  any  known  cultivated  variety.  In  addition  to  soft  silky  long  hairs,  this  most  beautiful  of  all  Cerei 
fashions  red  and  yellow  speckled  central  spines,  or  is  al  times  quite  spineless,  in  which  case  the  tip  is  resplendently  yellow,  and  very 
often  forms  blood  red  radial  spines.  II  grows  in  fairly  moist  ground,  ana  consequently  this  wonderful  Espostoa  is  surely  belter  adapted 
to  grow  on  its  own  roots  without  being  grafted  than  the  Dautwitzii  from  Rimacial  which  grows  on  very  dry  rubble. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  some  new  genera  were  found,  the  most  important  of  which  was  Hciageocactus  rigiclissimus,  a  wonderful 
cereus.  It  has  dense,  red  brown  spines,  often  banded  with  ihe  colors  of  the  rainbow,  is  shaped  like  Borzicactus,  but  has  white,  wheel- 
shaped  flowers. 

Beside  these  I  found  ihe  rare  and  unusual  Cereus  microspermus  which  forms  a  large,  smooth  stemmed,  tree-shaped  plant,  and 
which  later  is  entirely  spineless  except  for  a  shock  of  golden  brown  bristles  at  the  top. 

In  the  northern  Interior  I  finally  rediscovered  the  genuine  Borzicactus  auriuiltus.  On  its  flowering  stalks  it  puts  out  fingerlong, 
orcinqe  colored  bristles,  soft  as  silk.  This  I  did  not  find  anywhere  else  in  Peru  as  it  grows  in  a  very  limited  area. 

Other  splendid  varieties  of  cacti  found  are:  an  entirely  new  Neorciimondia  with  dark  red  flowers,  ihe  supergiant  of  all  forms  of 
cacti;  the  rare  Oroya;  Matucana;  Opunlia  floccosa ;  also  the  new  Opurlia  alroviridis  which  closely  resembles  Echinocereus  Knippelianus ; 
Meyenia  Weberbaueri  which  has  closed  flowers  and  is  almost  finer  than  Piloc.  chrysacanlhus ;  the  very  rare  Mila  Cubei  which  resembles 
an  echinocereus,  but  bears  extra  large  golden  yellow  flowers.  Finally  rare  varieties  from  southern  Peru,  including  Browningia  candelaris 
whose  seed  was  sought  in  vain  since  Meyen’s  time  in  1834. 

All  Peruvian  kinds,  especially  the  old  representatives  of  the  subtribes  Corryocaclus  brevislylus  and  C.  brachypelalus,  also  the 
new  rose  red  spined  Eulychnocaclus  from  Bolivia,  all  of  these  in  contrast  to  most  S.  American  cacti  form  entirely  distinct,  usually 
monolypic  genera,  which  are.  fundamentally  different  from  all  known  forms. 

Binghamia  chosiquensis,  for  instance,  is  indescribably  beautiful,  flowering  violet  red,  not  white,  like  a  deep  golden  yellow  Strausii. 
What  a  new  craze  for  Cerei  these  smaller  columnar  Peruvian  Cacti  will  create,  even  those  antagonistic  to  this  tribe  will  be  delighted  with 
them.  They  are  so  different,  so  bizarre,  at  the  same  lime  exceedingly  gay,  and  flower  when  young.  Their  picturesque  appearance  makes 
them  the  jewel  of  every  collection,  the  last  link  in  the  cycle  of  forms. 

The  systematic  disclosure  of  the  Peruvian  caclacean  flora  is  completed.  Now  inasmuch  as  Herr  Haage  has  decided  to  offer  ihe 
seeds  at  a  reasonable  price  so  that  every  one  may  procure  these  long  wanted  rarities,  it  will  be  possible  for  all  fanciers  to  start  a  small 
collection  of  these  most  interesting  of  all  S.  American  varieties,  especially  as  they  will  grow  with  ordinary  care.  B.
